I was shut up in lle/.ieres, which the 

oalled Besi. We were not Be- 

!, but blockaded, The Prussian 

lines surrounded us, ap to the can- 
non's mouth, and though they did 
not attack us, we were starving, little 
by little. I was then a lieutenant - 
our garrison was composed of troops 
of many varieties, the remains of rc- 
giments nearly annihilated, deserters, 
marauders, all sorts, in fact.

"1 arose and handed it. to him say- 
ing; "Keep it, poor fellow. Yon need it 
more than I.' He answered 'No, no - 
it is pour toi,' declared that he was 
warm, insisting that I should keep it, 
until 1 was forced to command him 
to take it.

The Journal's Virginia Bureau is 
now located in the editorial rooms of 
the magnificent Daily Evening Si//> 
building, on Twenty-eighth Street, 
Newport News. It is now the hiost 
complete bureau in the country — that 
is, as far as the silent press is con- 
cerned. On our right sits the tele- 
graph operator. If a deaf-mute gets 
run over by a steam " boss" up in the 
Alleghenies, we'll know of it a few- 
minutes after the excitement up there 
has subsided ; if a deaf-mute laundry 
" bursts " up at Staunton, we'll hear 
of it in a few minutes -that is, if it 
is of enough importance to be taken 
notice of 1 

This is a pushing, rushing age, and 
to be equal to the times a reporter 

has to be everywhere at one time, 
but the telegraphic wire does the 
work here now. 

Prom the side window of this sanc- 
tum can be seen the tranquil (at 
times) waters of famous Hampton 
Roads. Every school child has read 
of Hampton Roads, of how the larg- 
est steamers and battle-ships of the 
world seek shelter in these waters 
from the turbulent storms of the At- 
lantic, and last, of how all the world 
stood aghast at the terrific tight of 
the world renowned Merrimac and 
and Monitor. Six hundred yards in 
a straight line right from this office 
and in the middle of the Roads, look 
plaoo that terrific battle of battles, 
and, too, right out yonder lies the old 

Cumberland — a Federal gun-boat 

sunk by the Confederate ram Merri- 
mac. The Cumberland is a hundred 
feet under water now and a thousand 
tons of sand lie on her old decks, 
making it impossible to raise her. 
Forty thousand gold dollars arc now 
in a chest in her hull, so it is said. 
Several fortune-seekers have 
tempted to raise tho golden chest. 
Some years ago, an enterprising 
kee named West undertook the task 
of getting the money out. But after 
he hail spent 110,000, he gave it up. 

Several parties have made efforts 
to float the old ship, and at one time 
a party succeeded in getting her to 
the surface, but an accident occurred 
just then, and she tumbled back into 
the water and there she now lies, de- 
fying the strenuous efforts of this age 
of modern machinery. The money 

belonged to the Federal Government, 

but i'ucle Sam says whoever can 
" git that money " may have it. 

Tho history which most school 
children study to-day says that the 
" Monitor," John Kriceson's iron- 
clad, sunk the Confederate " Mer- 
rimac." But " enterprising" and " in- 
telligent " Yankees, who write most of 
the pageaof modern history, an 
times greatly mistaken. The " Mor 
rimac" was never sunk by any Yan- 
or gun in the tight in 

Hampton Roads, opposite Newport 

News. She (the "Merrimac") sent 
the " Cumberland " to the bottom of 
the sea, or, to use a slang phrase, 
" McCinty-ward !" She disabled the 

Federal ship " Chesapeake," and 

sent the iron-clad " Monitor " to the 
the shelter of the Federal guns at 
Fortress Monroe. The "Monitor" 
gave the " Merrimac " battle several 
times, but diil not seriously hurt her. 
She then sailed away to Portress 
Monroe, and the " Merrimac " follow 
cd ber and staid in the vicinity of the 
fort several days, waiting for her to 
come out into deep water and fight. 
The officers of the " Merrimac 
tired of waiting for tight, and 
up the James Hiver to within a few 
miles of Richmond, expecting t 
ammunition and supplies there. But 
the Confederates had abandoned 
Richmond the day before their ar- 
rival, so the officers, after due de- 
liberation, decided that the best 
thing to do with her was to blow her 
up themselves, and then follow the 
army overland, which was done. 
The " Merrimac." therefore, was de- 



thirty years ago walked through the 
streets Of a certain town in Maine 
peddling clocks, with his keen and 
observant eye saw the great future of 
Newport News, and built an immense 
grain elevator, one of the largi 
the world, and several mammoth 
piers here. That was the beginning 
of tho now magic City by tl: 
And strange to say, not a single 
deaf-mute lives here. Though across 
the Roads to Norfolk, fourteen miles, 
live nearly a dozen mutes. Fori 
Monroe is ten miles north-east ol 
this plaoe, and can be reached either 
by rail or water.
